It is !m}>os<»ible to l<'arn farming in a 
few easy lessons. Years ol" practical 
e\])erience are roqu red, and though 
such a toach'T may br the deadest, yet 
it is unquestionabty the be-^t. There are 
at aU times in this conntry many In- 
divid' al-^ who fanoy tliat tlioy would 
like farming, and aie anx ous to learn 
its best methods. ' iJnfortnha^ely, few 
of the^e are young men, and fewer still 
are willin;:: to rommcncp at the begln- 
nintj and i)iod upwaid, as one must in 
so pro^a'o a business as farming;, \fo9t 
ot these ponons have hi;^'h tiotions o; 
the improvements tber can make in the 
c«>mmon farm methods All these faeis 
tell agains' the ))n)ha'>:l ty of sU'Te«9. 
It wa9. we believe, one of the best of 
DiekeuV characters. ^rooJ, honest •loe 
(iargery, who advised Ftp that the wa\- 
to he onie an unoom on scho ar was 
tirnt to make one's self agooJ c mmon 
scholar. Tb<*re is ^ound philosophy in 
this adv'ce, and it i-* especia ly apnli- 
cab e to farming. . ot to underrate the 
good work done by amateurs and fancy 
laimers, it is 8till certain tliat moit of 
the gre t improvements in tarming 
meth'Kis have l)et'n int odueed by tho e 
buin and b:e on ti e larm and (depend- 
ent on it for their livelihood a id suc- 
cess. John Johnston, wi.o iiiirodu(e<l 
tlle-draininf^ in this ocmntry, is, per« 
haps, tl»e best example oi thi- ty|»e of 
fa mers. If he had been a man of 
wealth taking up under-draining as a 
lavorite hobby Xkpim whieit to s|>eiid his 
surplus money, he woidd have luid lew 
foiiowerd. being a poor man, iieaviiy 
in debt for his TanUt and paying for ft 
by the jud c ons and liberal use of 
money in tiles and sheep, his exam de 
proved oontugious. The great maior.ty 
o' enterpr sing American larmers were 
in hiis cond.tion, henee» that which was 
good for liim was presumably good for 
tuem also. 

Pntbably the best method of becom- 
ing a good larmer. for one who haa had 
no praot'oal exper'ence, is to serve an 
apprenticeship, working w.th and 
for the best farmer in the v^c nifcy, 
and studyinsr his methods. Of course 
few or no wealthy men will do th s« 
thou<rh vo distmgutshed a per-onage as 
l eter tJie Great, of liussia, worked for 
years OS an apprentice at sh p-buihling, 
until he *ma thoroughly mustered the 
art but successiui fa ming is much 
mors complex lh*n an v trade, and do* 
mands more constant thought than 
most bran' h**8 of ] ro essional life, to- 
gether with executive abil ty et^ual to 
the management of any business, is it 
to be wondered at that suc. ess rarely 
crowns the e^'or s ot those wlu> begin 
farming after mid<lle age and with little 
kn(»vvle(Ige of its details. 

It mast be remembered that farming 
is now, in most localities, a much more 
compHoated art than it was thirtv to 
li ty yea's a;ro. KnowledsTf* gained 
then wdl not avail now. in >ome sec- 
tions the substitution of mixed husband- 
ry in phii e of one or two sliip'es lias 
driven irom ihelr arms tlie original oc- 
cupants, who could not* or would not, 
learn the new methods. It is !:o lou. er 
possible anywhere t« farm in the old 
ruts, as was done by nearly everybody 
when the oountrv wiu new'and tlie sue- 
cessiN e crops ot wheat, cotton orto'^aeco 
were the sole rotation untd the soil be- 
came too poor to pvoduce a crop. 
There are tew loealit Cs now where 
some efl'ortis not reqUircd to restore, or 
at least to maintain, fertility. Nuch 
etforts reqniro (houicht and rnvostiga- 
tion. 

It is. of course, (juite unprofessional 
for an agricultural writer to depreciate 
the value of what is ca led ' bi)ok-tarin- 
ing.'^ but such teach ngceitainiv needs 
to be taken with due consideration and 
caution, it requires a good practic .1 
and thoughtful larmertoget tne most 
benefit m>m agricultural books and 
newspapers, 'i'here is not a f>eriodical 
in the country that will not be w rth 
many times its coht, by its pru'.'tical 
hi' ts and sugjostions^ to the thoughtful 
ndn<l. On the other hand there is none, 
however oaretuily edited, tl>at will not 
result in heavy losses if its adv.oe is 
implicitly followed without due reuard 
to varymg conditions. There is, in 
fact, no metlio<t adapted to all times, 
all lo(ralitie^ and all ein umstances. The 
main otli e of the agricultural p iper is 
to incite thought, to prompt action and 
to stimulato investigation. 

It may be added, howe er, that there 
is no young, able-bodied man. of fair 
natural shrewdness, who may not ho[re 
to become a successful land-holder and 
farmer in almost any section of this 
couQtzy, if he sets hini elf to work with 
that end in view. It is not necessary to 
go We t, as Horace (iree.ey advi.-ed, 
though undoubtedly that section has its 
advantages, yet, dear as land in in some, 
of the Kastem States, there is no place 
where judicious management with cer- 
tain crops will not pay lor an acre in a 
single year with the crop grown tboro- 
from. This is emphatically true of 
market gardeners in and around J«rgo 
Cities. ltisnotforlyrai,biit fQrgpp 



M ho thoroa^ihly understand their busi- 
ness. tliat such successes oome. Many 

of \he e -uccefi-iful ( u.tivators of the ^o;l 
begun in poverty and worked the^r way 
toUnanHal pro^pei- ty. While it Is true 
that r<»se-eolnred views of the farmer's 
li e may lead to sail failures, yet o ipo- 
site views wh'ch exhibit success to farm- 
ing as attainable only by those already 
in possession of aecu^uilated wealth are 
6<-arceiy less deplorable.

Dise ases of Fruits* * 



A Ifiea for Our SonraBts. 



Diseases of fruits, like those of .ani- 
mals, may be classed as contagious, in- 
leet on and transmi-siblo. I bercie it 
is thnm^h tlie la* er class that mo t of 
tiiC lata. UMit diseases havi; bo n in ro 
due«>d. If this be true, is it no: in the 
power of hu nan ag tie es to preven 
themi' it ^o. how .s this to be done? 
By the selection a.id plant'ng of healthy 
seed. Are we domg so? Aie iiot ma »y 
of us aidinr 'n the introduction and 
s|tna<l oi (li*^eases by plant ng i!ie seed 
o disja^ed i^uitsP Let u< s^e i th s is 
true. 'I here is a mania wi:li mo<t peo- 
]))e lo new things. Mew trui scome n 
lor *i s^rare. and, i they are sa*d torinen 
ealy, they are s* light ;iiter everywhere, 
'lbs eagerness to ob ain new and ea :y- 
riper. ng iruits induces per- ous, deslrou 
ot mak nir ni ney. o devote theiratten- 
tion to produeinir them. It is a well- 
known *aut, that the diseased specimens 
o itnit r pen first (i^ they ripen at. ad* ) 
Those tir.si ri; eiiing spe imens are 
se ectcd for plant n*^, and, by re, eat n : 
the operation a few'times, extra early- 
rioening trait may be (Obtained, but 
often so diseased as to be entirely worth- 
ies . I nfortunaie.y, because o. their 
early ma urity, trees of such are pro 
^»ated. Showvp cHi es are inade of the 
fruit, wli ch IS g* en some pleasing 
name, and tho trees are >Oid sit escorbi- 
t nt pr ces. The idea of obta ning 
peaches that will ripen in (his latitude 
by the lotirih clay of July **takes,'* and 
tlie trees (>; -uch are u c cly b(mghtand 
Planted. In dtn* time the owner is re« 
warded with a crop of rotten pea *hes; 
if not ro ton, ti t^e, tough, dry speci- 
mens, not tit to put in a person's mouth. 
Nature has its aws of production. An/ 
violation o those laws must produce 
in or or articles. I do not wish t.> be 
un erstood a.- char, ing all fruit-pro- 
liucers and trt» -propagators with sell n'X 
worthless varieties. 1 know' geutlemen 
engaged in tho busines , who, a ter dis- 
co cr n^ a variety to be worthless, 
wonl d ig u p t ho t rees and destroy them. 
Such raeu are an honor to their profes- 
sion. 

Fruit diseases may t)e spread by in- 
oculation — budiling and j^ra ting, or 
w en pnuiin r- Th** bacierui, or lunsfus 
matt -r from ll e *li>ea.'>ed iree, may be 
carred on the saw or knite to the 
heal by one-^ Miid n this way all tiu^ 
trees of llie orchard become diseased. 
^^ hen trees are atlected by diseases that 
are transmiss ble, either m the seed or 
b. inoc dation, the onlv safe method is 
to dig them out and burn them, roots 
and branches. About twenty»five years 
ai!0, I discovered a j)eaeh free in niv 
on.'hard ailecied by the Yellows. I 
ctmmenf^ digg'ng al>out tlie roots. | 
and prun ni^ the l)r;niches of tin* ti'ee, ; 
w.th the hope of gettin r rid of the d s- : 
ease. My labor proved inetf'ectnal. and 
in a few vears eveiy peach tree in the j 
orchard became d!sease<l. .1 had prob- 
aby carried fungus on the s .w t',> the 
healthy trees when pruning. Determin- 
ing to prevent a lurther spread of the 
d seasc, every tree in the orchard 
was taken up by the roots and 
burned, and the Ian I cultiva ed for a 
ntunber of years. Kvery sprout or tree 
cominjT upon the land wtis dug out and 
burned. About ten years ago the land 
was aga'n planted with sound, health^ 
peach trees. They grew rapidly, and 
no sign of Yellows has made its appe r- 
ance on the trees. I state this cinrum- 
stance U> s^ow what may be accom- 
plished. 

The spread of diseases of fruits result- 
inir fnnn insect depredaiio'is and other 
causes might be checked, if not erad.- 
cated. A littio attention, on the part 
of all fi uit'growers. in this direction, 
would accomplish verv beneficial results. 
As long as men see t6o fruits rotting on 
their trees, or on the ground beneath 
tliem, pro* lucnng contagion, without re- 
moving it: as long as men behold the 
in«oots destroying both fruit and foli- 
age, and make no elVort to de-iroy 
them; as long as fruit growers coni nue 
this indiflfbronoe about their fruits and 
fruit trees, so Ion*; will the deteriora- 
tion of fruits go on. Perhaps nothing 
short of legislMion can bring about the 
necessary change for their restoration.

We all know how triad they are to 
msh out on every possible oooasion ; are 
dissatisfied if they do not get their Sun- 
days out, even when wet— their even- 
ings with their friends ; and, if not al- 
lowed to go ont, too often take French 
leave and walk out as soon as their 
master and mistresses back is turned. 
Of oonrso this is very wrong, and such 

KndttCt can not be too strongly con* 
mned : but we are inclined to' think 
that we do not go the right wav to work 
to prevent their actiner in this sort of 
manner. How f(»w mi-tre-'^ies take the 
slightest interest in thcT servants' wel- 
fare, their Joys or pleasures I Ifonlr 
they d'» their work prowerlv, that is atl 
they care about. But OHght they to feel 
in this way with regard to the inmates 
of their houses? We think not; but, on 
the contrary, as far as po<3sib1o, mis- 
tresses should endeavor to procure inno- 
cent and rational recreation for all tlioir 
dependents, whether children, governess 
or servants. The old proverb about 
*«all work and no plav making Jaok a 
dull boy'' holds good with young and 
old. Men who slave in their countinsr- 
houses or their ollices from morning 
until night without a dne proportion of 
rest, become in time not only dull, but 
ill. Childreit who have not a reasona- 
bTo amonnt of healthy oicoroiso and mer- 
ry games are sure to mooe, and proba* 
bly will get into mischief: and it is the 
same with servants. If they have not a 
sufficient amount of reeroatlon« either 
their health flags or they |00 fOt into 
mischief — and mischief of a mudb more 
seriooa Uad. It will be seen, therefore* 
that, even from a pelfish point of view, 
it would bo well to take some little in- 
terest in those around us : and if we 
only consider the unhealthy kitchens 
and underground premises in which 
forvants for the most part live, and the 
dreary attios in which they sleep, it will 
be seen how very necessary it must be 
to give them opportunities of obtaining 
frosh air and oxeroise, If thohr botes 
and minds are to bo kopi la s^ fmfmt, 
tite of health. 

In*the skatine season how much they 
#onld enjoy beinc: spared for an hour' 
or two to go and see the sliding and 
skatine. or for a hri^k walk in the parks ; 
and in the Summer pleasant walks and 
expeditions ought occasionally to boor- 
ganiz^ed for them, and this could gener- 
ally be done in most establishments, with 
a nttlo foro^houffht on the mistresses 
part.without dHrangin<x the family com- 
fort—for instance, on davs when the 
master aiul mistress are dining out, or 
when, from some oaa<ie or other, there 
is not so much work as usual to be done 
in the house. And all this need not en- 
tail muoh oxnonie; there areoxhibitiona 
co^tintj a trifle fo see ; and a visit now 
and then to a picture gallery, a museum, 
or even a conc-^rt, would m%ke a pleas- 
ant change from the daily routine of 
cooking, sweeping, and cleaning — or, 
in case of nurses, of washing, dressing, 
and minding children— and miffht help 
to elevate and educate a l iases of people 
which sadly needs encouragement iu 
every way to prevent thobr falling into 
bad and ciisrepatablo ways. 

Small social tea parties could be ar- 
ranged without much trouble or ex- 
pense, and to those brothers and sislore 
of the servants might be invited, and 
the evenings made cheerful with games, 
picture hooks, illustrated papers, and 
the like. How much bettor would this 
be than altogether ignoring that sor* 
vants have fpieads and relations, and so 
driving them to courses of deceit and to 
underhanded proceedings, such as mak- 
ing signs to attract their friends as soon 
as thoir mastors and mtstro«sos are oot; 
sending lottors to their friends as soon 
as the mistress has given her orders for 
the day, on finding no late dinner is re- 
quired ; slipping off when there seems no 
chan(*ti of their absence being observed ; 
and other practices which gradually 
lead giddv girls from bad to worsOt and 
from one littio dooolt to oonao groal 

fraud. 

Almost all servants in the present day 
can road and write, and bright, whole- 
some stories, li^rht books of travel and 
adventures, and biographical sketches 
would be much appreciated by them and 
would tend to white away a Sunday at 
home, and induce a servant to stay at 
home, even when it is their day out, 
should it be wet or unsuitable for her to 
go out. Such books also might prevent 
the entrance into private houses of news- 

} tapers and publteations whioh would bo 
ar better burnt than read by any one, 
and which no modest| well-principled 
girls should ever be allowed to set eyes 
upon. We must expect many a disap- 

E ointment, yet on the whole they will 
e found grateful for the kindly thought 
shown thorn I andsnch considerations 
for their happiness will often bring their 
own reward, by inducing servants to . 
give their services less grudgingly and 
with a more cheerful

Aboliab tbo Tobacoo Tax. 

The Louisville Post correctly takes the 



of a planter to diapoee of hie own product 
laiilaMtt-iM^ ia tikln awayHttmlflm, 

and if he exchanges with bia neighbor ten 
pounds of tobacco for a raccoon skin he 
is liable to be imprisoned, and to have his 
home swept away by fines. A-i a matter 
of justice, why, we oak, has not the grow- 
er of tobaooo in Kentoeky the «UM right 
to diapoee of hie produet in hia own way, 
tbat a grower of wheat in Minneeota has? 
And yet aa hard as this provision ot the 
law is, it is rendered necesBary for tlio pro- 
tection of manufacturer and planter by 
reason of the tax, and aa lon^ as the tax 
remaina, it must atand, aa we will demon- 
atrate. 

If the tax ia kept on tobaooo. and the 

embari^o removed from the aaleof leaf, 
the tax at once becomes an inducement 
for the production of tobacco for neigh- 
borhood consumption where it is now 
profitable to produce it for the markets, 
and every pound of tobacco prodnoed by 
reaaon of tbia premium takee away Juat 
thia much demand from the section, where 
it is now profitable to produce it for the 
open markets. Ag^iin, if the consumer 
can buy leaf without tax, he will substitute 
itin agreatmeaaure for the manufactured 
tobaooo which ia ao much higher becauae 
of the tax, and thna the mannfaetorer's 
business will be curtailed, which will 
act back on the planter. We need not go 
into this matter more at length for any in- 
telligent person must see that the interest 
of the planter and manufacturer are iden- 
tical and tbat you can notetrike the manu- 
facturer without wounding the phmter. 
Thua it will be aeen that the tax ia op- 
preaaive to the producer. The queetion 
of ita being a luxury has no place here. 
The principle ia the same so far as the 
producer ia concerned, call it what you 
wilL We bflieye, howeter, it can be 
ahowalhakit iaBiaeh oum of a neeeeaity 
than many artielea that pay no tax, but 
tbia baa nothing to do with the queation 
as we understand it. Yet there are some, 
who, acting on a mere sentiment, are do- 
ing all they can to perpetuate this tax. 
They choose to call tobacco a luxury, and 
for tbat reaaon aay it ahould be taxed, 
and thua Ignore the greet agricultural in- 
tereat of Kentucky. Wo here serve no- 
tice on the n presentatives of Kentucky, 
that they must not sacrilice her interest to 
a mere sentiment. She ha.s already had 
enough of political antiquarians living in 
the aickly aentimentallty of the paat, and 
the time haa arrived when ahe will have 
no more c$ them.
